Allen Gar- 
vin McDonald, who was reported 
missing following the Dieppe 
raid, is now a prisoner of war 
in Germany. . 

Mr. McDonald received a tele- 
gram on Saturday morning from 
Ottawa saying that word had 
been received from the Inter- 
national Red Cross in Geneva 
that his son was a prisoner in 
Germany. 

Mr. McDonald had seen a pic- 
ture in a Toronto newspaper on 
Thursday evening of a group of 
Canadians taken prisoner at 
Dieppe, and one of the men he 
thought sure was his son. The 
telegram 'on Saturday confirmed 
his belief and he went down to 
the city to see the original photo- 
graph on Saturday morning. 

Mr. McDonald is planning to 
send food parcels to his son 

through the Red Cross. 

Following the report that his 
son was missing. Mr. McDonald 
received the following letter 
from Gilford from the wife of a 
comrade of Aliens: "He was a 
great chum of my husband, Har- 
old Wright, who was fortunate 
enough to arrive back in Eng- 
land safely. The paper said he 
was knocked out at the sea wall 
by a bomb. Shrapnel pierced his 
helmet, inflicting a superficial 
wound. He came to, and being 
all alone, struck to a boat on the 
beach, to find it over-crowded. 
So he and Sgt. Legate took off 
shoes and uniforms and swam 
for four and a half hours until 
Hal became exhausted and 
Legate towed him to a nearby 
boat.

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PRE-SCHOOL EDUCATION 

"It has been estimated thai a child learns more. 
whether for good or ill, in the first three years 
of life than in all the rest of his life put together. 
and that by the time he starts to school at six or 
seven years of age, a large part of his education, 
in the wide sense of the term, has been com- 
pleted:' 

The characteristic ailments of chi!dh<>od (with 
special incidence in the two to five years of age 
period), namely, diseased tonsils, enlarged ade- 
noids, malnutrition, defects of vision and hearing, 
dental • caries, etc., often go unrecognized and 
definitely handicap a large percentage of chil- 
dren, and may leave their mark for life." 

These two quotations from an article by Dr. 
Ruth S. Arndt (daughter of the former Toronto 
city controller, the late F. S. Spencej in "Public 
Health," a South African publication, summarize 
the case for nursery schools. Several South 
African cities, like Toronto, have nursery schools. 

The nursery school can be just a creche where 
the working parents leave their child while they 
go to their jobs or it can be a highly developed 
institution which not only promotes the physical, 
moral and mental health of the children but also 
conducts lectures and courses for the parents in 
child training. 



TO SPREE OR NOT TO SPREE 

The individual must settle many a difficult to- 
spend-or-not-to-spend question these days, and he 
or sh? is not assisted to a wise decision by adver- 
tisements which urge the purchase of a persona! 
set of scales for the bathroom or which describe 
the simple little outfit costing about $25, includ- 
ing purse to match, which the smart young thing 
working in a war industry will buy to be ready 
for. her weekend •'date." Advertising should not 
be misused, for it can make people do foolish 
things as well as wise things. 

Tne public body has even more difficult spend- 
or-not-spend questions to settle. Toronto's board 
of education divided almost evenly the other. day 
on whether or not to gi%*e a dinner for a pro- 
vincial school trustees* association. The major- 
ity favored giving the dinner. 

The dominion government recently had to de- 
cide whether or not to spend $800,000 on a high- 
power short-wave broadcasting station at Sack- 
ville. New Brunswick, and another $500,000 an- 
nually for upkeep. We hope that members of 
the cabinet divided and that the proposal was 
carried by the same slim majority that marked 
the Toronto board of education dinner expendi- 
ture. 

War Services Minister Thorson, in making the 
announcement, said that the government had 
asked the opinion of the wartime information 
board on the proposal. We didn't think the new 
board had been in existence long enough to have 
held its first meeting, let alone pass an opinion on 
an expenditure of this magnitude, but the board. 
according to Mr. Thorson, said the new station 
would prove a "useful instrument in the dis- 
semination of information about the war effort 
of the Canadian people." 

We would say that an expenditure involving 
the licking of 3.200,000 war savings stamps ought 
to be useful, even essential. 



A FAIR QUESTION 

A C.C.F. supporter asked the editor the other 
day how the attitude of this newspaper is affected 
by the fact that a Liberal cabinet minister is 
interested in the ownership, ft was a fair ques- 
tion and the answer should be of interest to a 
wider circle. 

The answer is that the editor, as editor of the 
Newmarket Era, always wrote what he thought, 
and that as editor of The Newmarket Era and 
Express he is still doing so. It was an explicit 
part of the amalgamation agreement, and quoted 
in the first issue of the new newspaper, that the 
publisher and editor should conduct the news- 
paper as an independent newspaper. It was 
also the suggestion of the Hon. Mr, Mutock that 
he should not act himself as a director of the 
company because, he said, in the course of things, 
an independent newspaper would be criticizing 
the government and that would put him in an 
improper position. 

Since the amalgamation took place almost four 
months ago. Col. Mulock has made no sugges- 
tion, either directly or indirectly, as to how the 
newspaper should or should not be conducted. 
And those who have read the newspaper cannot 
regard it as partisan or devoted to the promo- 
tion of any one political party. The C.C.F. has 
been organizing in the riding and has received 
generous publicity. The Conservative party has 
not been active, but The Era and Express was 
fortunate in having,, during the parliamentary 
term, and will have again, the weekly comments 
on parliament of Gordon Graydon, M.P. for Peel, 
and chief Conservati%*e organizer. 

The Liberal party may have fared least well, 
but there has been frequent discussion of the 
two Liberal chieftains, Hepburn (mostly adverse, 
wc admit) and King (sometimes favorable, 
sometimes unfavorable), and their administra- 
tions. 

The support accorded the new newspaper by 
subscribers and single copy purchasers indicates 
that the public too is inclined to regard The Era 
and Express as independent. The press run, 
2,800 copies, is not much short of the combined 
press run of this newspaper's two predecessors, 
and it would look as though it would not drop 
much below that figure even when all the 
circulation (a term which excludes free copies 
to advertisers, exchanges, correspondents, un-

THE CASE FOR RADIO STATION 

(From the Ottawa Journal) 

It is some years since Mr. L. W. Brockington 
recommended construction and operation by the 
dominion of a short-wave broadcasting station. 
Recently the parliamentary committee on broad- 
casting reviewed Mr. Brockington's conclusions, 
went into the subject thoroughly, recommended 
strongly that short-wave transmitting facilities 
be provided with the least possible delay. 

This recommendation has been accepted by the 
government at long last, and a broadcasting plant 
is to be built at Sackvillc, N.B. The initial cost 
is estimated at S80O.0Q0, and annual operating 
expenses at $500,000— short-wave naturally does 
not adapt itself to commercial exploitation. The 

station will be operated by the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation. 

The objectives of this station, and justification 
for the expenditure, are well set out in the 

official statement: 

"To establish close contact with Canadian 

troops abroad: 

'To supply the United Kingdom, the other 
countries of the Commonwealth, and foreign 
countries with accurate and timely information 
about Canada and the national war effort; 

*To provide the essential means of self-defence 
and counter-attack against the continuous flow
